There may be doubts as to the eondtitution- 
ality of the law which establishes the Bank 
of the United States. There can be none 
about the illegality of open resistance to the 
decisions of the supreme judicial tribunal of 
the Union. 

The tax of fifty thousand dollars on each 
of the Branches of the Bank of the United 
States in Ohio was not imposed in the erdi+ 
nary way of taxation. It was laid with the 
avowed intention of taxing the Branches cut 
of the commonwealth Wes this the proper 
mode of procedure if nothing more than prin« 
ciple was in view? Why did not Chio con+ 
sult her sister states, before she rashly ins 
flicted a wound on the federal constitution? 
Why did she not resort to one of the tWo me- “ 
thods pointed out by that constitution to effect 
her object, if that object were solely a scrupu+ 
lous desire to protect the rights of the states? 
Declaratory amendments, conveying the’sense 
of all the people of the United States on the 
subject, would have answered every honest 
urpose. Neither the commun law nor the 
aw of confederation will permit the doing o 
even a right thing in a wrong way. 

In a cominunity of States, one of them can- 
not decide and act for the whole, ‘Tie insti- 
tution of the Bank of the United States is a 
question in which all the states are concerned; 
and their voice, heard throvgh their regular 
organ, such asthe supreme court, is not te 
be disregared and spurned by a single meme 
ber of the confederacy. hose who advised 
the step taken by the Auditor, and those who 
support it, have incurred a deep resporsibi- 
lity.

SPANISH POLICY. 

The policy of Spain, ia her negociations 
with this country, Las always beeu mischiev- 
ous aud dilatory. From our birth as a na- 
tion, the Spaniards have been our neighbors 
on a very interesting frontier. When Spain 
possessed Louisiana she endeavoured to de- 
tach Keutucky and the Wesiern ‘Territory 
from the Unioa, by holding out to them the 
free navigation of the Mississippi and a con- 
venient port for their produce at New Orleans. 
The treaty, of 1795 cost five years negocia- 
tion at least; during which period the Span- 
ish ministry endeavored to embariass Presi- 
dent Washington’s administfation by every 
means ia.their power. To shew their dupli- 
city, Gen. Washington, in a confidential mes- 
sage to Congress on the 16th of December, 
1793, said-— 

“ At the very moment when the savages were 
committing daily inroads upon our frontier, we 
were informed by the representatives of Spain, 
* that the continuation of the peace, good harmony, | 
* and perfect friendship, of the two nations, was | 
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“* equally prepared for any event that may possibly 
“occur. We repeat it, that the refusal of the Spa- 
“nish king to ratify the Florida treaty, was chielly 
* ow'ng fo British influence.” 

On these paragraphs we will offer a few re- 
marks. 

The citizens of the United States, being 
essentially a protestant people; and, even 
better than that, being a people enjoying an 
entire liberty of conscience; do, most hearti- 
ly, despise the superstition, bigotry, and ec~ 
clesiastical tyranny, which prevail in the Spa- 
nish nation; and they carry this sentiment of 
active contempt into all their discourses, ver- 


‘val and written, concerning ‘the Spanish go- 


verament, which thev detest as being grovel- 
ling, mercenary, and despotic. In these con- 
ceptions of the Spanish character there are 
two images, which are not, generally speaking, 
sufficiently discriminated. These are the im- 
age of the appressors, and the image of the op- 
pressed. Doubtless, the ecclesiastical and civil 
rulers of Spain are not, by a free and iatel- 
ligent people, te be loved or respected: But 
for the Spanish nation, the oppressed Span- 
iavds, why should we not entertain compas. 
sion? ‘They are the descendants of those 
brave Castiiians wao drove the Moors from 
their country and once gave the law to Eu- 
rope. They are certainly not the less cou- 
rageous for an intermixture of Saracen blocd 
in their veins. Nor is it so clear, that al-

GREAT BRITAIN. 


A very quiet and orderly meeting of about 3000 
refurmers, had been held near Glasgow. _Resolu- 
tions, were passed in favor of annual parliaments- 
universal sutirage, and election by ballot. 

There had been a meeting in Yorkshire of about 
12,000 people. The Prince Regent had directed 
Lord Sidmouth to express his entire satisfaction to 
the civil magistrates and mititary, for their proceed- 
ings at Manchester. This will undoubtedly exas- 
perate the reformers. 

A true bill had been found against Owen, the 
pawnbroker of Manchester, for wilful and corrupt 
perjury, in his testimony against Huntt and others.

MICHIGAN 
EMPORTANT TREATY WITH THE INDIANS. 
, From the Detroit Gazette of Oct, 1. 

We understand that the Treaty with the 
Chippewa Indians has been concladed by gov. 
Cass, for the cession to the United States of a 
considerable portion of this Territory, includ 
ing ali the country upon the Sagana river and 
its branches. The boundary of the tract now 
purchase: commences at the present Indian 
boundary line west of this place, and runs from 
that point due west sixty miles, thence in a di- 
rect line to the head of Thunder Bay river, 
and down the same to the mouth, which is pro- 
bably from seventy five to one hundred miles 
northwest of Sagana Bay. 

The treaty has been concluded upon terms 
equally advantageous to the United States and 
to the Indians and in a manner so satisfactory 
to the latter, that we learn their chief speak- 
er, Neshemenondequet, was despatched by 
the nation to wait for gov. Cass upon this side 
of the Sagana river, and to .oform him that 
they felt perfectly satisfied with the arrange- 
ment which had been made, and very thank- 
ful for the attention shewn to them. 

Considerabdle reservations have been made 
for them; and the means provided for assist- 
ing them in agriculture; and there is reason 
to hope, from the disposition they aow mani 
fest that they will become a stationary, indus- 
trious and farming people. 

This cession, containing more thawsix mil- 
lions of acres, is very important to this Terri- 
tory. ‘The gentlemen who attended the trea- 
ty from this place, concur ia opinion respect- 
ing the quality and situation of the land and 
the natural advantages ofthe country. They 
represent the soil to be of the first quality, 
heavily timbered with immense forests of su-

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IDEA OF MEXICAN WEALTH. 
From the travels of Humboldt. ; 

This traveller affirms that the riches of Mexico 
are infinitely superior to to those of Peru. 1 know 
of no Peruvian family (says he) in the possession 
of « fixed and certain revenue of 130,000 francs 
-€$26,000)—But in Mexico their are individuals 
who possess no mines and whose revenue amounts 
toa million of francs ($200,000)—The family of| 
the Count de la Valenciano passesses alone on the 
ridge of the Andes a property worth 25,090,000 of| 
francs ($5,000,000) without including the mine of} 
Valenciano, which yields one year with another a 
net revenue of 1,500,000 livres (#240,000. 

The Count de Regia built at his own expense 
two vessels of the largest size, worth £600,000, and 
presented them to the King of Spain. 

The family of Fagoaga, well known for its bene- 
ficence, intelligence and zeal for the public good, 
exhibits the example .of the greatest wealth which 
was e@@r derived from a mine. A single vein 
which the Marquis of Fagoaga pessesses in the dis- 
trict of Sombredath, left in five or six months, all 
charges deducted, a net profit of $4,000,000. 

The European reader will be still more astonish- 
ed, when I inform him of the extraordinary fact 
that this family lent about the year 1800 a sum of 
more than three millions and a half of francs 
($700,000) without interest, to a friend whose for 
tune they believed would be made by it ina solid 
manner. 

To complete the view of the immense. wealth 
centered in the hands of a few individuals in Mex- 
ico, it is only necessary to add that, amongst in- 
stances of individual opulence, nine clergymen, 
only, possess an annual income, collectively, of 
$539,000, A-sum almost equal to the whole ex 
penses of the civil government of the United 
States.

** I had the curiosity to visita silver mine, (savs | 
Mr. Pike,) and endeavored to get the Spanish offi-| 
cers to accompany me, but always found them hack- | 
ward in those visits, deferring them to some future | 
time. Attended by my friend Dr. Robinson, I went |} 
one day through many of the furnaces near Chihua- i 
hua, and observed the manner which was pursvved |! 
to analyze the mineral and extract the metal — 
Learnt that the one was brought in bags upon mules 
from the mine to the furnace then ground or 
pounded into small pieces not larger than a nut 
and precipitated into water in a seive, which per- 
mitted the smaller particles, in thé course of seve 
yal progressive operations, to escape into a tub — 
From the particles which remained at the bottom 
of the tub, after it had been purirified of the eart! 
ly particles, there was a proportion of metal extract 
ed by a nicer progress; but the larger parts were 
put into a furnance, similar to our iron furnaces; 
and when ina state of fusion was let out intoa bec 
of sand’prepared for it. In this bed the me!ted <il 
ver was formed into bars, about the size of our pig 
iron; averaging in value two thousand five hundred 
dollars each 

The gold was cast into a mould, something like « 
bowl, and stamped by the kings essayers with its 
value; genera!ly amounting to 8 or 10 U0U dollars. 

These bars of geld and silver are received into 
the kings treasury in payment: and have a curren 
ey through the country. But many of the owners 
of mines, having no usc for their money, pile away 











their bars of gald and sliver in their cellars; where } 
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it remains for their posterity Of noservicetothem. ~ 


selves or the world.” 

The annual product of all the mines is immense; 
amounting to the astonishimg sum of $14,000,009 in 
gold, and $50 000,000 in silver: the king’s part of 
“vhich is $12,000,000.

cious metals, the necessaries of life, owing to the 
fertility of the soi! and the deliciousness of the ¢lj. 
mate, are cheaper than in any part of the U. States, 
For instance:

New-Ilavex, Oct. 19—The ship Fanny, Capt, 
Williams. in a short passage from Cadiz, bound ta 
New-York, put into this harbour on Sunday. Capt,

British Governmen’, which had put in its claim for 
the cession of the island of Cuba, or for some other 
equivalent, as an offset to the proposed cession to 
the U. States :
